Gentlemen:—Herewith will be found the Bi-Annual Report of the State 
Capitol Commission of this State. 

Since making report to the last Legislative Assembly the work of con- 
struction on the building has been steadily progressing until now the ex- 
terior of the building is nearly completed and a considerable part of the 
interior work is done. At the time of the last report the contract for the 
whole structure had been let and the foundation was in. Now the build- 
ing is approaching completion, the boiler house is entirely. completed and 
during the coming year the completed building will be turned over to the 
State. 

The work on the structure bas been .thoroughly done and the building 
will be one that will be highly satisfactory to the State and will be more 
creditable and useful, as well as architecturally beautiful, than many more - 
costly and pretentious buildings erected in other states as capitol buildings. 

We have made repeated and critical examinations of the building at 
all stages of its construction and can coufidently say that nothing has been 
slighted or neglected; that the workmanship has been thorough, the ma- 
terials supplied of the best and as a result Montana will have an exceed- 
ingly convenient and satisfactory capitol building, in appearance, arrange- 
ment and construction.

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There have been charges made against the Capitol Building Fund in 
the settlement of accounts in the State Financial. offices, which we be- 
lieve were not proper charges against this fund; but should have been 
charged to the ‘Interest and Sinking Iund’’, such as the ‘proportion of 
expenses of the Land office in connection with the Capitol Building: Land 
Grant; also the accrued interest paid on the warrants issued by the former 
commission. These charges alone amount to $6006.88. The expense for 
extra work already incurred in connection with the building, all of which 
was of absolute necessity and could not have been forseen, amounts to 
$7134.31. These two items alone make up a large part of this apparent 
deficit. In this may be included such items as $3712.00, paid to the Su- 
perintendent employed by the commission to supervise the work, $3045.00 
additional (paid for) electric wiring, $355.00 paid for sewer connection, 
$54.05 and $297.00 for water connection, surveying &c., and numerous 
smaller items, the total of which nearly equals the apparent deficit. 

In addition to the foregoing deficiency which we have pointed out it 
will eventually be necessary to provide funds for the completion of the 
grading and beautifying of the Capitol Grounds; for the frescoing of the 
building and for providing suitable furniture and fixtures. The fixtures 
in the possession of the State would not be suitable for equipping the vaults 
nor would a great portion be suitable for office furniture, but we have 
refrained from making an estimate for the amount necessary for these 
purposes, leaving it to the judgment of the. Legislature.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Executive Office, Helena, Montana. February 1st., 1901. 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives, State of Montana. 

In view of the fact that the local boards of nearly all of the educational 
and other state institutions in the discharge of their duties have deemed it 
proper to urge before your Honorable Body the propriety of making a second 
issue of bonds upon their several land grants for the erection 6f additional 
buildings and improvements, and in every instance, are asking an increase 
for. maintenance over previous vears, I feel obliged to call your attention to 
the fact, that while ordinary business care and prudence may justify such 
an issue in some instances. it cannot be done without assuming some re- 
sponsibility on the nart of the State. 

While the various acts authorizing the issve of bonds. as I am advised. 
create no direct lability upon the part of the state for the payment of 
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principal and interest, it is nevertheless conjectured that state pride in 
these various institutions will sooner or later, in case of depreciation in the 
value of these grants by sales of timber, destruction by fire, or otherwise, 
be made the basis of an appeal to the legislature for financial relief; this 


seems almost certain in the case of the Agricultural College bonds, interest 


on which has already defaulted in fact but not in law, and is being com. 
pounded at six per cent. This condition of affairs is not improbable in the 
event of a second issue on any of the other grants, although it is fair to say 
that the other grants are now more productive of revenue and the believed 
to be more valuable than the bonded grant of the Agricultural College. 

My purpose is to apprise you of such information as I possess for your 
guidance, and to this end I transmit herewith a letter from Claude Ash- 
brook, Esq., Investment Banker, Cincinnati, Ohio, under date of January 
25th., addressed to my immediate predecessor in office, and by him re:

Mr. Speaker: Your committee appointed to take testimony and make a 
report coneerning charges of corruption and bribery based upon an affidavit 
made by Harry C. Burgess, and read in Committee of the Whole by Mr. 
Hedges during the discussion of H. B. No. 6, and which was afterwards 
delivered to the Speaker of the House and placed on file and referred to this 
committee, beg leave to report as follows: 
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Your committee met at 10 o’clock A. M. on February 14, 1901, in House 
Committee Room No. 19, and examined Mr. Hedges; Mr. Hedges dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the alleged facts set forth in the affidavit of 
Harry C. Burgess; Mr. Hedges was asked to disclose the names of all 
persons with whom he had any conversation, and also the names of all 
persons who in his opinion he thought were likely to know anything that 
would assist the committee in making a complete and thorough investigation. 
In response Mr. Hedges named the following persons: Oscar L. Scheewee, 
rank Mares, Joseph Mares, 'T. L. Matthews and Kred Bienhorn. Where- 
upon subpoenaes were issued commanding said persons to appear before 
your committee in House Room No. 19, at 9 o’clock A. M. on the 15th day 
of February, 1901 ,for the purpose of giving testimony in the matter before 
the Committee. Said subpoenaes were placed in the hands of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the House, with the direction to serve the same and leave a 
copy with each person upon whom service was had. At 9 o’clock A. M., 
“on February 15, 190i, all the persons for whom subpoenas were issued ap- 
peared before the committee aud were examined under oath. The ony 
testimony material was given by itrank Mares, Harry C. Burgess and Oscar 
L. Scheewee, and the same is hereto attached, marked Hxhbibit “A” and 
made a part of this report., 

Your Committee having fully examined,the witnesses, and having looked 
into the matter finds as follows: 

i. That the affidavvit of Harry C. Burgess was based upon hearsay 
statements made by Oscar L. Scheewee and others interested in the defeat 
ot the Bill. 

z: That Scheewee, Mares and others had talked of the advisability of 
contributing to a fund to employ a lawyer to represent them before the 
Committee and betore the Legislature, with a view of defeating the Bill. 

3: That there was no evidence to show that any money was contributed 
for the purpose of corrupting the Committee or any member of the House, 
aud that there was no intention on the part of anyone to corrupt or bribe 
the Committee or any member of the House. 

4: That Mr. Hedges, having had a conversation with Mr. Burgess 
about the matters set forth in the attdavit, solicited Mr. Burgess to make 
said affidavit. 

5: That Mr. Hedges secured said affidavit in good faith,

HAMIBIT “A,” 


OSCAR L. SCHEWEH, being first duly sworn testified as follows: 

My name is Oscar L. Scheewee; I am a butcher doing business in Helena 
I know Harry ©. Burgess; I had a conversation with him about the 6th or 7th 
of February, 1901 :1 met him coming up town, and I told him that there 
was a matter that looked very serious for the meat and milk men; that we 
milkmen ought to get together and see what could be done to defeat this 
bill. That is all I said to him in regard to the milk part. I told him that 
we had agreed between ourselves to make up a little purse to hire a lawyer 
if necessary. to see that the bill should be defeated because as a general 
rule the butchers are poor speakers and have t get somebody to look after 
their interests. We expected this lawyer to look after our interests in the 
Legislature; nothing was said about the Committee. In regard to that part 
of the affidavit which reads as follows: ‘‘They want money and the butchers 
are raising a purse, Frank Mares is going to give $50.00, we give $10.00, ail 
the other butchers in town are going to chip in, and the Butte butchers also 
are going to contribute,’ 1 will say that we agreed to give that much if 
necessary; I did not give $10 or any other amount; I don’t know whether 
Frank Mares gaye $10. J don’t know whether the butchers raised any fund. 
The buthehers have no union here. ‘The statement in the affidavit that ‘you 
dairymen want to get together and get up a purse to give the Committee 
that is considering the Meat and Milk Bill,” is not right; all I said to Mr. 
Burgess was that the milkmen ought to get together and see what could be 
done to prevent the Bill from passing. I say ‘positively that I did not say 
that the Committee wanted money. I did not talk to any of the members of 
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the Committee about this Bill. I never talked to Mr. Burgess on any other 
day about raising money. There was no arrangements or understandings 
that this money was to be used with the Committee; all that was done was 
that we agreed to raise money to hire a lawyer if necessary; 1 agreed’ to 
give a little sum of money, if necessary, and Gur.) frank Mares agreed; that 
is all. I did not give any money; 1 don’t know whether Frank Mares gave 
any; there were no other milkmen connected with us. Mr. Mares did not 
give me any mouey, or anybody else to my knowledge. 





FRANK MARES, being first duly sworn testified as follows: 

My name is rank Mares; I am a butcher, engaged in business in Helena. 
I know Harry C. Burgess. I don’t know anything about the statements set 
torth in the afiidavit, except that I read them in the Record. I don’t think 
I specified that 1 would give $50; the money we were going to get was to 
be used to pay a lawyer to go betore the House and expiain the burden that 
this Bill would be on the butchers; 1 said to Mr. Scheewee that I thought it 
was advisable, as we couldn't get up and make a speech, that we get u 
lawyer to speak for us. i did not say anything about the Committee wanting 
money. I do not know whether the Committee wanted money; nobody 
asked for any money. I bad a little talk with Mr. Hartwig about a week 
ago last Sunday about this Bill, explaining the burden it would be on the 
butchers; I don’t know if it was before or aiter the Committee had made 
a report to the House; we never heard of any report being made, and I did 
not know whether they were in favor of it or against it. 1 don’t know wlie- 
ther or not this Committee has made a report to the House. I did not give 
this $50 to anybody; it was the intention to make a purse fo this purpose, 
but we didn’t need any lawyer because according to the statement in the 
paper the whole matter had stopped. ‘here were only two or three of us that 
entered into this agreement; I don’t remember who they were; there was 
no definite understanding arrived at. here was ho amount decided upou 
for each man to pay; aS a matter of fact, we did not make any arrangements 
at all. 





HARRY C. BURGESS being duly sworn testified as follows: 

My name is Harry ©. Burgess; 1 am a diaryman, and live about two 
miles east of the City; I made the affidavit you have just shown to me. The 
atfidavit covers the entire conversation upon which the affidavit is based, 
with the exception of a remark I made that I thought the Bill would pass; 
that is all the other conversation that passed between us, except good- 
morning when we met. There was no talk between Mr. Scheewee and my- 
self to the effect that the Committee desired money. I was before the 
Committee once when they were considering the Bill; I did not have any 
talk with Mr. Mares about giving the money, or with the Committee. Mz. 
Scheewee emphatically said that the Committee wanted money—the Com- 
mittee that was considering the Meat and Milk Bill; I am not sure that he 
said the word ‘‘considering.”’ but he said the Committee that has the Meat 
and Milk Bill. He said that Committee wanted money. He did not state to 
me for what purpose they wanted it. He said we dairymen should get to- 
gether and raise a purse; I suppose that included me. I did not contribute 
any money; I do not know of anybody who did. I did not speak to any of 
the mempbers of the Internal Lnprovements Committee except in their meet- 
ing; I was there. I do not know whether or not the Committee wanted 
money. I do not know whether any money was contributed for the purpose 
of influencing the Committee. All I know about this matter is what Mr. 
Scheewee told me. Of my own knowledge I do not know anytheing about 
any attempt to corrupt the Committee or secure money. 

The circumstances under which the affidavit was made are these: I 
reported this conversation to Mr. Hedges, and he asked me if I was willing 
to make an affidavit, and I told him I was; i(t) was practically at Mr. 
Hedges’ solicitation that this affidavit was made; I acted at his suggestion: 
he suggested it to me. I do not know what this atfidavit was to be used for; 
he did not tell me. He asked for this affidavit in the lobby of the House on 
the day following the conversation. I do not know where the Bill was on 
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the first of February; I was not at the last meeting of the Committee, and 
did not know of their action. I was solicited by Mr. Hedges for this affi- 
davit after our conversation. As Mr. Hedges introduced the Bill, I suppose 
he was representing the promoters of it. I have not any interest to any 
extent in this Bill, except as a citizen.of Montana, in the behalf of whole- 
some food; I have not an unusual interest in the Bill. At the time of my 
conversation with Mr. Hedges I did not know of the report of the Committee 
on that day. 


THIRD READING OF H. B.

A BILL 
FOR AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE SUBMISSION TO THE QUALI- 
FIED ELECTORS OF THE STATE OF MONTANA OF AN AMEND- 
MENT TO SECTION 4 OF ATICLE XVI OF THE CONSTITUTION 
RELATING TO COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


BE 1T ENACTHD BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 

OF MONTANA: 

Section I. There shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the next general election to be held in said State, the follow- 
ing amendment to Section 4, of Article XVI of the Constitution, relating 
to County Commissioners. 

That Section (4) of Article XVI of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana, be amended so as to read as follows:— 

“Section 4. In each county there shall be elected three County Com 
missioners, whose term of office shall be six years; provided that the term 
of office of those elected on November 6th, 1900, shail expire on the first 
Monday in January, 1907; provided further, that at the general election 
to be held in November 1902, (in counties where commissioners are to be 
elected that year.) three commissioners shall be elected whose terms shall 
expire on the first Monday in January, 1907; provided’ further, that at the 
next general election to be held in November, 1906, (one commissioner shall 
be elected for a term of two vears.) one commissioner shall be elected fo. 
a term of four years, and one commissioner shall he elected for a term of 
Six years, whose term of office shall commence on the said first Monday of 
January, 1907: and provided further. that at each @eneral election there- 
after commencing with the general election to he held in November. 1908, one 
commissioner shall be elected for a term of six vears. A vacaney in the 
Board of County Commissioners shall he filled by appointment hy the Jude 
of the Judicial District in which the vacancy occurs”. 
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Section 2.—The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and can- 
vassed by such officials and in such manner as is provided by law for the 
counting and canvassing of the votes for Member of Congress, and if a 
majority of all votes cast at said election for-and against said amendment 
shali be in favor of the amendment, the Governor of the State shall im- 
mediately so declare by public proclamation, and said amendment shall 
be in full foree and effect as a part of the Constitution from and after 
the date of said proclamation. 

Section 3.—The official ballots to be used at the general election to be 
held in this State shall have printed thereon the following words in such 
manner as to allow every elector an opportunity to indicate thereon by 
proper marks, his preference to-wit: “For the amendment to the Consti- 
tution relating to County Commissioners,” and ‘‘Against the amendment to 
the Constitution relating to County Commissioners.”

STATE OF MONTANA 199 


February 23rd, 1901. 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives, State of Montana: 

I have the honor to return herewith to the House of Representatives 
House Bill No. 18, with my objections to the same. This Bill proposes to re- 
peal section 2528 of the Political Code, which reads as follows: 

“That any and all persons admitted inmates of the said home shall 
assign to the home, for its support, as much of the pension they may receive 
from the general government, as the Board may determine; Provided, that 
the amount in no case shall exceed two-thirds of their said pension.” (Sec. 
2528, Act Approved Mch. 18,’ 1895) 

If it was wise to provide under the law establishing the Soldiers Home, 
as I think it was, for the contribution on the part of those admitted, men- 
tioned in Sec. No. 2528, every consideration that could have been urged then 
to justify the same obtains now with even greater force, in view of the 
large number of educational, penal, reformatory and other institutions main- 
tained at public expense. Similar provisions exist, as far as I have been 
able to ascertain, in every state of the Union where such homes are main- 
tained at the state expense. 

Tt is believed by many that owing to the advanced age of the inmates 
most of whom are survivors of the War of the* Rebellion, the number 
would rapidly decrease so that few would be admitted in the future. This is 
an erroneous idea, as provision is now made by law for the admission of 
survivors of the Spanish-American War, which will call for the indefinite 
existence of the home, limited only by the ability of the State to maintain 
it. Two surviviors of the Spanish-American War have already been ad- 
mitted and it does not require great foresight to see that what amounts 
now to a comparatively small sum will soon become an item of great 
magnitude, the loss of which may seriously impair if not destroy the value 
of the home to these deserving people. 

It is needless to say that the state feels a just pride in properly caring 
for the defenders of our flag, but in this, as in other matters. our financial 
ability should not he overtaxed nor the question of discinline overlooked. 
Under a wise management all of the necessaries of life are furnished the 
inmates at state expense: to give them the whole amount of pensions drawn 
under such circumstances is not considered just to the state. for their best 
interests or conductive to good discipline of the home. A majority of the 
local hoard of the Soldiers Home. all old soldiers, actuated by motives of 
common interest. are insistent upon the necessitv and justice of the present 
law. The only Grand Army Post in the State that has taken notice of the 
pending bill. so far as T know. has forwarded to me the following resolution: 

“At a regular meeting of the Wadsworth Post No. 3. Grand Army of 
the Renuhblic, Denartment of Montana. held at Grand Army Hall. in the 
city of Helena, Montana, on the Sth day of February. 1901, the following 
resolution was unanimously adonted: ‘Resolved. that in the oninion of the 
members of Wadsworth Post No. 2. G. A. R.. House Rill No. 18. now pending 
hefore the Senate, to reneal that section of the law reaniring inmates of 
the Soldiers Home to turn over nart of their nension for the sunport of the 
Home, should not nass. and the law should remain as it now is.” 

Surely the opinion of these veterans, bound together by ties hardly less 
strong than the bond of consanguinity. onght to have some weight, espec- 
iallv as they relate to those matters which make for or against the nroner 
discipline of the institution. Aside from this. everv inmate of the institu- 
tion tnon heing admitted. agreed jin writing to the following rule: 

“On consideration of being admitted to the Montana Soldiers Home and 
receiving its benefits, I agree to surrender and pay over to the Commandant 
or Board of Managers two-thirds of the pension money I shall receive, pro- 
vided it does not leave me less than four dollars per month. This rule 
shall not apply to any inmate who has a family consisting of wife and child- 
ren, or either of them dependent upon him for support: the said inmate 
agreeing to pay over to said wife or some other proper person designated 
by the Board the part of such pension heretofore required to be paid for the 
support of the home.” 

Why should change the contract now? If it works any hardship or 
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deprives the inmates of any needful thing, it has not come to my knowledge. 
This obligation made pursuant to law was a condition precedent to their 
admission into the home. Is it competent for the Legislature to remit or 
release such persons from that obligation now? Sec. 39, Article 5 of the 
Constitution of this State reads as follows: 

“No obligation or liability of any person, association or corporation, 
held or owned by the state, or any municipal corporation therein, shall 
ever be exchanged, transferred, remitted. released or postponed, or in any 
way diminished by the Legislative Assembly.” 

The Courts would probably hold that the bill violated this section. 

It is not doubted that it would be perfectly compentent to make such 
a provision so far as all persons are concerned who shall be hereafter ad- 
mitted, but it is believed that if one class of inmates are obliged to pay a 
eertain part of their pension to aid in their support, and another class are 
exempt from such liability, it would be considered a hardship upon the part 
of those who are obliged to pay, and result in much trouble and feeling, which 
would interfere with the proper management and discipline of the institu- 
tion.

Helena, Montana, Feb’y 28, 1901. 

Mr. Speaker: A minority of your Judiciary Committee, to whom was 
referred Senate Bill No. 87, beg leave to report that they have carefully con- 
sidered the provisions of said bill, and regret that they cannot concur in the 
majority report in favor of its passage, in its present form, although some of 
its most pernicious features have been removed by amendments made in 
committee. But in our judgment there yet remains very serious objections 
to the measure, which ought to be removed by further amendment. 

Iirst: The bill in its present form authorizes the supreme court to 
change the place of trial of an action in case they decide that the judge of 
the court below is prejudiced. Change of judges and change of places of 
trial are two very different things, and are totally and wholly unconnected 
with each other. Changes of judges throughout the state are constantly 
taking place by mutual courtesy of our judicial officers, and such a change 
is one which is unaccompanied by anv serious inconvenience to witnesses 
or costs to litigants; and is never an important matter so long as the judge 
who presides by the change is fair and able. But a change of place of 
trial is in most cases attended with very serious consequenecs to litigants. 
Considering the topography of the State of Montana, and the lack of direct 
communication by railway between the county seats of many of the coun- 
ties, a charge of place of trial, even of it were confined to sending the case 
to an adjoining county, might be attended with very serious consequences 
to litigants. 

For example: Lewis and Clarke County adjoins Deer Lodge, Flathead 
and Teton: but to send a case from Helena to Anaconda, Deer Lodge, Kalis- 
pel. or Choteau for trial would manifestly impose enormous costs upon the 
litigants, and great inconvenience to witnesses. It is true this bill says “if 
necessary,” but there never can be a necessity for changing the place of 
trial of a cause in this state on account of the prejudice of the judge. There 
are nearly a seore of judges in the State of Montana, and Section 36 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure authorizes any one of them to hold court in any 
county in the state. And when requested by the governor so to do it 
makes it their imperative duty to change benches with any iudicial brothers 
so that if the judge of anv county is found to be disqualified by reason of 
kin-ship. prior employment in the cause. or prejudice, the judge of some 
other county can in all cases he required to attend at the court where the 
case is properly triable. 
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We, therefore, recommend that the words ‘including if necessary a 
change in the place of trial’ in line 21 be stricken out, and lieu thereof the 
words “But in no case shall the supreme court change ute place of trial” 
be substituted. 

Second. The bill as amended provides that the motion for a change of 
judge on account of disqualification by reason of prejudice shall be made 
at any time before the case is set down for trial. It is the common exper- 
ience of the. bar that in the smaller counties of the state terms of court last 
frequently only a few days, and this motion being: made on the morning of 
the day when eases are set down for trial would necessarily result in con- 
tinuing the case over the term. There is no reason why the notice of such 
a motion should not be made as soon as the issues are joined in the case. 
This would, at least, enable the part opposing g¢ such motion to avoid the ex- 
pense of securing his witnesses to be in attendance at that term of court in 
case the motion could not be heard and decided before the term commenced, 
and if heard and decided at chambers, a reasonable time before the first 
day of the term, an appeal could be taken and decided before the term 
commenced: so that litigants might not be compelled to attend a term of 
court with their witnesses, not knowing whether their case would be heard 
at that time or not: In the larger counties of the state the d6dckets are 
notoriously far behind, and there is no reason why the party who intends 
to make this motion should be permitted to conceal his intention for a couple 
of years and then spring his motion when the case is reached for setting, 
thus necessitating the placing of the cause at the heel of the docket. This 
bill in its present form provides that the supreme court may stay proceed- 
ings in the cause pending the appeal; if amendments be adopted remédying 
the foregoing objections, such a stay would never be necessary. 

We, therefore, recommend that the words ‘at any time” in line 21, an‘ 
lines 22 and 28, be stricken out. 

Third. We believe that any error committeed by the court below should 
be made to appear, by bill of exceptions, and unless the error is one which 
practically determines the litigation should be reviewed on appeal from the 
final jucgment. 


A defendant in a criminal case may ask for a change of judge on the 
ground of interest or prejudice: he may also move for a change of venue 
on the ground that an impartial trial cannot be had in the county in which 
the alleged erime was committed, on account of excitement and prejudice 


among the people; but he is not allowed immediate appeal from an order. 


over-tuling his motion. In a civil case a party may move for a change of 
venue on several grounds, including the ground that an impartial trial 
eannot be had in that county on account of the prejudice of the people, 
but he is not allowed an apneal from the order over-ruling his motion upon 
any of these grounds; and this minority of your committee is unable to see 
any reason why it is so much more important that a litigant in a civil case 
should be more interested in having -an anneal from an order denving 7 
change of judges than from an order denying a change of venue: or why 
it is*so much more important that this immediate anneal be given in a 
civil cause where nothing but property is involved. than-in a criminal cause. 
where the life and liberty of a human being are at stake. 

We, therefore, respectfully recommend that in addition to the amendments 
to said bill reported by the majority of this committee, the following amend- 
ment he likewise adopted: 

Strike out all of the fifth sub-division commencing with the words ‘An or- 
der over-ruling the objections”, found in lines 17 and 18 thereof, and in lieu 
thereof iusert the following: ‘“‘The ruling of the court when such apnli- 
cation is on the ground of prejudice shall he deemed excented to. The 
testimonv shall be nreserved bv a hill of exeentions and shall eonstitute 
a part of the record wnon anv hill from indgment rendered in said cause; 
and if the supreme comrt shall be of oninion thet the decision of the lower 
court was erroneous, it shall constitute reversible error. and the sunrems 
sourt mav order the trial to be changed to any indee in the same county, if 
there be more than one department of the district court in such county, if 
if not, they shall require the judge of the court below to call into his house 
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(court) another judge to try said case, unless the parties shall stipulate what
